Biofuel facility 
turns waste into 
‘opportunity’ 


Green garbage. City 
will soon divert 90% 
of trash from landfills 


The city opened a first-of-its- 
kind waste facility Wednesday 
that will create biofuels out of 
Edmonton’s trash. 

Mayor Don Iveson said the 
facility marked another chap¬ 
ter in the city’s long histoiy of 
rising to the challenge of deal¬ 
ing with garbage. 

He said Edmonton will be 
sending little to landfill when 
the facility is in full operation 
“We think 90 per cent of our 
trash will go to some higher 
purpose,” he said. 

Through recycling and com¬ 
posting, Edmonton already di¬ 


verts 60 per cent of waste from 
landfills, but the new facility 
will expand on that. 

Enerkem is paid $50 per 
tonne to process Edmonton’s 
waste into methanol, which the 
company can sell as a biofuel. 
The city also spent $40 million 
building a facility to pre-process 
the waste to make it ready for 
the facility, and the operation 
costs of that facility add an addi¬ 
tional $25 per tonne. 

In total, the city’s cost is 
about $75 per tonne, which 
Iveson said is in line with what 
it would cost to simply landfill 
the waste. 

“For the same cost we’re 
creating jobs, we’re creating re¬ 
newable sources of energy and 
we’re reducing our impact on 
the environment,” he said. 

Enerkem CEO Vincent 
Chomet said all cities are going 
to be looking at what Edmon¬ 
ton is doing.

“It’s by far one of the most 
significant developments the 
waste and biofuel refinery sec¬ 
tors have seen yet,” he said. 

Chomet said the gasifica¬ 
tion process turns garbage 
into something cities can use, 
instead of something they are 
burdened with. 

“Garbage is now a non-issue.

Advocates split on 
prostitution bill 

Changes to the country’s 
prostitution laws were 
getting mixed local reac¬ 
tion Wednesday from sex 
workers and people who 
advocate for them. 

The changes, which 
the government has been 
forced to impose because 
of a recent Supreme Court 
decision, include provisions 
that would make it illegal 
to buy, but not sell, sex. 

Selling sex in public 
places would still be illegal, 
as would advertising sexual 
services. 

Monica, a sex worker 
with nearly 30 years 
experience and a member 
of group representing 
other workers, says the bill 
disappoints. 

“I find it veiy frustrat¬ 
ing that I can sell sexual 
services, but I can’t say so,” 
she said. 

Monica says criminal¬ 
izing buyers creates some 
real concerns for sex 
workers. 

“When I interact with 
the buyer he’s now break¬ 
ing the law, so how am I 
not now being an accessory 
to his crime?” she asked. 

Kate Quinn, with the 
Centre to End All Sexual 
Exploitation, says she can 
see some positives includ¬ 
ing support for women who 
want to leave the sex trade 
and the provision out¬ 
lawing the purchase of sex. 

“This is sending a strong 
message that it’s not OK to 
buy sex,” she said. 

She says the rules 
around selling sex in public 
are troubling, however, 
because of the risk to street 
prostitutes. 

“What has changed for 
the really vulnerable street- 
involved woman under 
these new laws?” she asked.

Company president Jean 
Dupont says they have been 
operating three similar buses in 
Quebec, but there’s a real need 
for the service here in Alberta. 

“We decided to come here 
to launch a service between 
Fort McMurray and Edmonton. 
We felt there was a niche mar¬ 
ket, so that’s why we’re here,” 
he said. 


Dupont says the emphasis 
is going to be on service, with 
an attendant on the bus to help 
passengers get in and out of bed 
and with snacks and refresh¬ 
ments. 

The bus seats 32 but sleeps 
only 24, so he plans to limit the 
number of passengers so every¬ 
one can grab a nap if they need 
to. He says they expect the abil¬ 


ity to grab a few hours rest will 
be the big selling feature. 

Dupont says they have done 
very little advertising because 
they want to make sure every¬ 
thing is working as expected 
before they ramp up. 

“We want to start slowly. We 
want to make sure the service is 
up and running.”

Legislation. New list 
of offences intended to 
reduce demand for sex 
services and protect sex 
workers: Conservatives 


The Conservative govern¬ 
ment has introduced legisla¬ 
tion to criminalize the pur¬ 
chase of sexual services. 

The long-awaited bill 
would also crack down on 
those who reap a material 
benefit from prostitution. 

Justice Minister Peter 
MacKay says the “made-in- 
Canada” model is aimed at 
targeting johns and pimps 
while protecting the vulner¬ 
able. 

The new prostitution-re¬ 
lated offences are intended 
to reduce demand for sexual 
services and protect those 
who sell such services from 


exploitation, as well as shield 
children and communities, 
the government says. 

The bill would create new 
offences for: 

— The purchase of sexual 
services and communicating 
in any place for that purpose. 

— Receiving a financial 
or material benefit from the 
prostitution of others, in¬ 
cluding through businesses 
that sell the sexual services 
of others online or out of 
venues such as escort agen¬ 
cies, massage parlours, or 
strip clubs that also provide 
sexual services. 

— Advertising the sale 
of sexual services in print 
media or on the Internet. 

— Communicating for the 
purpose of selling sexual ser¬ 
vices in public places where 
a child could reasonably be 
expected to be present. 

The legislation is the gov¬ 
ernment’s response to a Su¬ 
preme Court of Canada deci¬ 


sion in December that struck 
down key provisions of the 
country’s prostitution laws. 

While the court ruled the 
laws were unconstitutional, 
it gave the government a 
year to replace them. 

Under the old laws, pros¬ 
titution itself was legal but 
almost all related activities 
— including communicating 
in a public place for the pur¬ 
poses of prostitution, pimp¬ 
ing and running a brothel — 
were criminal offences. 

The new bill comes just 
two days after the Justice 
Department released the 
results of an online consul¬ 
tation which showed that a 
slim majority of respondents 
felt that buying sex should 
be illegal. 

However, two-thirds of 
the more than 31,000 re¬ 
spondents said they thought 
selling sex should not be an 
offence.

Deadly shooting 
rampage in N.B. 


Three cops killed, two 
injured. Police looking 
for Justin Bourque, 

24, of Moncton, on

The RCMP says three of its 
officers were killed in Monc¬ 
ton, N.B., by a man armed 
with guns and two other of¬ 
ficers were injured as the 
Mounties conducted a man¬ 
hunt across the city’s north 
end on Wednesday night for 
the shooter. 

RCMP in New Bruns¬ 
wick said on its Twitter feed 
that they were looking for 
24-year-old Justin Bourque 
of Moncton. The police force 
tweeted an image of a sus¬ 
pect wearing military camou¬ 
flage and wielding two guns. 

The RCMP released its first 
information on the shooting 
at about 9:15 p.m. through 
Twitter. 

It confirmed the deaths of 
the three officers on Twitter 
at 11 p.m., tweeting: “3 of¬ 
ficers mortally wounded by 
shooter. 2 officers sustained 
non life threatening injuries. 
Shooter still actively sought.” 

The Horizon Health Net¬ 
work, the province’s lar¬ 
gest health authority, said 
on its Twitter feed that two 
patients were taken to the 
Moncton Hospital with gun¬ 
shot wounds. 

Const. Damien Theriault 
said police were urging 
people in the area to stay 
inside their homes and lock 
their doors.

Drivers were also asked to 
stay out of the area. 

“We’re advising people to 
stay inside until further no¬ 
tice,” Theriault said. 

Federal Public Safety Min¬ 
ister Steven Blaney tweeted, 
“Shocked by the tragedy in 
#Moncton. Thoughts and 
prayers with our frontline @ 
rcmpgrcpolice officers and 
families.” 

Theriault said the search 
for the suspect was concen¬ 
trated in the area of Ryan 
Street and Hildegarde Road. 

His voicemail later said 
that the RCMP were search¬ 
ing for the suspect in the area 
of the Moncton Coliseum. 

Sean Gallacher, who lives 
near the area where police 
were concentrating their 
search, said he heard what 
he now believes were gun¬ 


shots but initially thought 
his daughter had dropped 
some toys. 

George LeBlanc told a 
news conference it was his 
worst day as mayor. 

“I want to offer my most 
sincere condolence to the 
families of the police officers 
who have been killed in the 
line of duty and those who 
are injured. It is a terrible tra¬ 
gedy,” he said. 

“We as a city must pull 
together as a family to sup¬ 
port those who have suffered 
losses.” 

Based on information 
from the RCMP’s Honour Roll 
page on its website, the last 
Mountie to die from a gun¬ 
shot would was Const. Doug¬ 
las Scott on Nov. 5, 2007. He 
was shot while responding to 
a call for help involving an 
impaired driver at Kimmirut, 
Nunavut. 

The most recent police of¬ 
ficer killed in the line of duty 
was Const. Steve Deiy of the 
Kativilc police force in north¬ 
ern Quebec. Dery, 27, was 
shot and killed after he and 
another constable responded 
to a domestic violence call on 
March 2, 2013. 

Premier David Alward of¬ 
fered his thoughts and pray¬ 
ers to those affected by the 
shooting. 

“I was shocked and sad¬ 
dened to learn of tonight’s 
tragic situation in Moncton,” 
he said in a statement. 

Police had a number of 
roads in the city blocked and 
traffic was backed up on ma¬ 
jor arteries.

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Videos aim to 
teach cops to 
assess canine 
behaviour 


Five-part series. 

Initiative comes after 
study determined 
that majority of police 
shootings involve 
animals, usually dogs 


The majority of shootings in 
most U.S. police departments 
involve animals, usually dogs, 
and experts say a new series of 
videos can help change often 
quick-trigger decisions fuelled 
by fear. 

“There will be times when 
police need to defend them¬ 
selves because they are being 
attacked by a dog and don’t 
have a choice, but that is the 
minority of cases,” said Brian 
Kilcommons, a Southbuiy, Con¬ 
necticut, dog behaviourist and 
trainer. 

He is featured in the five- 
part series that teaches officers 
to detect the warning signs of 
an aggressive dog and how to 
avoid using lethal force. 

Efforts to change the way 
officers approach animals have 
emerged as dogs have become 
a central part of the Amer¬ 
ican family and lawsuits have 
chipped away at the coffers of 
law enforcement agencies. 

The free videos emerged 
from a 2011 study by a Uni¬ 
versity of Illinois centre and 
non-profits including the Na¬ 
tional Canine Research Coun¬ 
cil, which promotes a better 
understanding of relationships 
with dogs.

tice helped. The study found 
a majority of police shootings 
involved animals, but it’s un¬ 
known how many dogs are 
shot nationwide eveiy year. 

Officers have a lot to process 
when they respond to some¬ 
thing like a domestic violence 
report, but determining wheth¬ 
er a dog is agitated shouldn’t be 
overwhelming, said Bill John¬ 
son, executive director of the 
National Association of Police 
Organizations. 

In the videos, Kilcommons 
teaches officers to survey ca¬ 
nine body language and not to 
approach a fearful dog that’s 
low to the ground with its 
tail tucked and ears flat to its 
head. He also says to watch for 
warning signs such as lunging, 
growling and exposed teeth. 

There are ways for officers 
to avoid using guns, including 
putting an object like a trash 
can between them and the 
dog, canying food that can 
be thrown as a distraction, or 
using pepper spray, he says.

PM restarts CETA talks before G7 summit 


Stephen Harper arrived Wed¬ 
nesday in Brussels for the G7 
summit — but his first order 
of business was to lciclcstart 
his stalled free-trade deal 
with the European Union. 

The prime minister met 
with European Commis¬ 
sion President Jose Manuel 
Barroso, about an hour prior 
to the official opening of 
the G7 summit, where the 
Ulcraine-Russia crisis was set 
to dominate. 

But Harper appeared 


eager to make progress to¬ 
wards getting a final text 
of the Comprehensive Eco¬ 
nomic and Trade Agreement 
(CETA). 

Harper flew to Brussels 
to meet Barroso in a high- 
profile ceremony last Octo¬ 
ber to sign an agreement in 
principle on the deal. 

But the final, lawyer-ap¬ 
proved document remains an 
elusive entity as some of the 
major irritants that stalled 
the protracted four-year ne¬ 


gotiations reared their heads 
yet again in recent weeks. 

According to EU docu¬ 
ments, these include a dis¬ 
agreement over protection of 
intellectual property rights 
in the pharmaceutical sector, 
among other irritants. 

The Harper government 
insists the delays are simply 
a matter of hammering out 
the precise final legal text, 
and are not a matter of sub¬ 
stantive disagreement. 

A stalled or scuttled deal 


would be politically damag¬ 
ing to Harper, who views a 
comprehensive deal with the 
EU’s 28-country bloc to be 
the jewel in his crown of a 
series of much smaller trade 
agreements. 

Aides to Harper, who 
spoke on the condition of 
anonymity earlier in the 
week, had played down 
any suggestion that Harper 
might piggyback on the G7 
summit to push the trade

Slain doctor a ‘real 
servant of humanity’ 


Extremists. Calls for 
Ottawa to pressure 
Pakistan to better 
protect minorities after 
Canadian heart doctor 
targeted 


A Canadian cardiologist slain 
by gunmen in Pakistan is be¬ 
ing remembered as a selfless 
humanitarian who was target¬ 
ed for belonging to a religious 
minority. 

A burial ceremony for Meh¬ 
di Ali Qamar saw impassioned 
calls for Ottawa to pressure 
the Pakistani government to 


better protect religious min¬ 
orities against extremism. 

Qamar, an Ahmadiyya 
Muslim who had returned 
to the country to do volun¬ 
teer work at a hospital, was 
gunned down May 26 in cen¬ 
tral Pakistan in front of his 
wife and two-year-old son. 

His nephew, Nasir 
Chaudhaiy, read a family 
statement calling Qamar a 
“real servant of humanity 
who never discriminated 
against his patients.” 

Relatives remembered him 
for always cracking jokes and 
penning poems about his love 
of life. 

Ahmadiyya Muslim 

Jama’at Canada president Lai 


Khan Malik said Qamar was 
“murdered because of his 
faith” and said the Harper 
government must urge Pak¬ 
istan to “stand up to extrem¬ 
ists and promote freedom of 
religion.” 

Malik said “there is a pat¬ 
ten to these murders,” saying 
137 other Ahmadiyyas have 
been killed in the south Asian 
country in the last four years. 

“His murder is a direct 
result of the state-sponsored 
extremism that is practised in 
Pakistan.” 

Malik said Qamar, who 
lived in Ohio the last 10 years, 
“redeemed mankind through 
his good works.”

Sam’s Club on Wednesday 
said it will become the first 
mass retailer in the U.S. to 
offer a credit card using a 
fraud-deterring microchip.

Private elevators, personal 
shopping assistants, six-bed¬ 
room suites with their own 
postal codes. Even helipads. 
This is what the super-rich have 
come to expect from hotels. 

For others, vacation now 
means renting someone’s 
apartment, a spare room, 
maybe just a couch — anything 
to save on the cost of a hotel. 

As the gap between the 
wealthiest travellers and eveiy- 
one else has widened, so has 


the way people are experien¬ 
cing vacations. The wealthy are 
looking for ever-more pamper¬ 
ing. Many others are seeking 
new ways to economize. 

And the lodging industiy is 
adapting — at the high and low 
ends — to meet the diverging 
needs. 

Luxuiy hotels are catering 
to financial elites from Russia, 
China, Brazil or the Middle East 
who now routinely hop around 
the world and don’t mind drop¬ 
ping $20,000 US a night for a 
glamorous accommodation. 

During the Great Recession, 
many resorts dropped “resort 
and spa” from their name. The 
idea was to appeal to corpor¬ 
ate organizers who didn’t want 
trips to seem extravagant. Ex¬ 


cess now appears back in style. 

With the recently opened St. 
Regis Abu Dhabi in the United 
Arab Emirates, architects con¬ 
sidered how much privacy to 
provide its most sumptuous 
suites, says Paul James, head of 
Starwood Hotels and Resorts’ 
luxuiy properties. 

“Part of the Abu Dhabi con¬ 
versation was: ‘Where does the 
helicopter land?”’ James says. 

The elite traveller’s ex¬ 
perience was precisely what 
the Rosewood London had in 
mind when it opened its Grand 
Manor House Wing in Decem¬ 
ber.

While making the rounds 
to promote Maleficent, An¬ 
gelina Jolie has indicated 
her desire to scale back her 
acting career and focus on 
writing, directing and UN 
humanitarian work. 

At a new career high, as 
Maleficent opened atop the 
worldwide box office, the 
37-year-old has made fur¬ 
ther statements hinting at 
her definitive retirement 
from acting. 

Questioned by the BBC 


on her upcoming perform¬ 
ance as Cleopatra, Jolie com¬ 
mented that the role was 
particularly challenging. 

“She’s complicated, it’s 
complicated to get this one 
right ... I imagine the prep¬ 
aration for it is going to be 
big,” she stated. “It’s one of 
those that you think maybe 
that’s the one you put every¬ 
thing into and that’s where 
you end it, that’s where 
you finish — in a great way. 
What could you do beyond 


that one?” 

Last month, at a press 
conference in London, the 
celebrity actress hinted that 
she was planning to scale 
back her acting career. 

“I’m able to be selective 
and I would like to focus 
more on writing and dir¬ 
ecting, and above all I would 
like to focus more on my 
work with the UN and with 
PSVI (the Preventing Sexual 
Violence Initiative).” 

Angelina Jolie plays the 


title role in Maleficent, 
which debuted in U.S. the¬ 
atres on May 30. She is 
slated to star alongside her 
spouse Brad Pitt in a new 
project based on a script she 
wrote, and to play the his¬ 
torical figure Cleopatra in a 
feature directed by Ang Lee. 

In the meantime, Jolie is 
putting the final touches on 
her second feature film as a 
director, Unbroken, which 
is set for U.S. release on De¬ 
cember 25. AFP

Bill Paxton has plenty to say 


Edge of Tomorrow. 
Actor rambles happily 
about new sci-fi flick, his 
latest project, and that 
infamous Aliens line

Listen to what Bill Paxton has to say about his character in Edge of Tomorrow. 
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Why we’re not speaking in 
person: 

We’re talking from Durango, 
Mexico — old Mexico. The land 
time forgot. This is a really old, 
old town, and I didn’t realize 
much about it aside from the 
fact that it was a famous movie 
town for John Wayne and 
Sam Peckinpah in days of yo. 
Yo, what’s up? My .45-calibre 
pistol! (laughs). It’s a great, old 
historic Spanish town, and 
we’re all staying here. We just 
started shooting Texas Rising, a 
new miniseries for Histoiy. It’s 
kind of their first big follow-up 
to Hatfields and McCoys. It’s 


the same producers, but this 
time we’re helmed by the great 
Roland Joffe. 

On the film coming out on the 
70 th anniversary of the D-Day 
invasion: 

Weirdly enough, I think that 
fell on a coincidence. It’s just 
one of those things. When 
they’re picking those dates, 
they’re not picking them for 
historical significance. They 
pick them for maximum 
commercial impact. With 
X-Men and Godzilla on one 
side and Guardians of the 
Galaxy on the other, you’ve 


got to get in when you can. I 
think the reason Warner Bros, 
is downplaying that is out of 
respect. This has a veiy similar 
kind of set-up, but I think 
they didn’t want to exploit 
that fact. You’ve got this alien 
horde who have taken Europe, 
much like the blitzkrieg of the 
Nazis, and now the Allies — or 
the Federation, I forget what 
the hell we’re called — we’re 
spearheading a counter¬ 
invasion out of England, which 
of course means Normandy. I 
could see my character, who’s 
a career soldier and steeped in 
militaiy histoiy, kind of getting 


off on the fact that tomorrow 
we’re invading France again. 
That wasn’t lost on me and 
Tom [Cruise] while we were 
shooting it, but it just hap¬ 
pened to fall on that date. 

On the legacy of his “Game 
over, man, game over!” line 
from Aliens: 

Hell, that’s one I’ll never five 
down. It’s certainly a beloved 
character, and it’s amazing to 
think that after all this time 
that each generation discovers 
Aliens and embraces it. It’s nice 
when you can satisfy the hard¬ 
est critic of all, and that’s time. 


Eighteen years after his Swing¬ 
ers debut, Bourne Identity 
and Mr. and Mrs. Smith direc¬ 
tor Doug Liman is back for an¬ 
other inventive action romp 
with Edge of Tomorrow, star¬ 
ring Tom Cruise as a cowardly 
soldier stuck fighting an alien 
invasion again and again in a 
Groundhog Day-lilce loop. We 
grabbed Liman for a quick 
chat, where it quickly be¬ 
came clear he has no interest 
in holding his tongue — even 
if it means calling out former 
bosses. 

I imagine the press tour 
experience can have a lot of 
parallels to this movie. 

When you do press for a 
movie like Edge of Tomor¬ 
row, people are always 
asking you, “If you could go 
back and change any day, 
what would you change?” 

You know, lame questions 
like that. Maybe they’re not 
lame, but when you hear 
it over and over again, you 
start to have a little of the 
experience Tom’s character 
is having. 


This feels refreshingly original 
for a studio film coming out 
during the summer. 

It’s hard to release original 
movies, right? You have to 
educate an audience as to 
what Edge of Tomorrow is. You 
don’t have to educate them 
about what X-Men is or what 
Bourne 5 is. It’s why basically 
only Warner Bros, is making 
these kinds of original movies. 
They have the guts to bet on a 
filmmaker — to bet on Alfonso 
Cuaron with Gravity, bet on 
[Christopher] Nolan with 
Inception. It gives me a huge 
amount of respect for Warner 
Bros. I’m not the guy who’s 
normally complimenting a 
studio, but they were hugely 
supportive along eveiy step 
of the way, whereas on the 
Bourne Identity, all Universal 
was trying to do was make the 
film into a generic movie that 
felt like other spy movies they 
had seen. Warner Bros., they 
actually want to make original 
movies. They themselves want 
to be proud of the movies they 
make.

Winnipeg magician 
plans to up the ante 
for his final act on 
Britain’s Got Talent 


Winnipeg magician Darcy 
Oalce says he’s planning “a veiy 
dangerous piece” for Saturday’s 
finale of Britain’s Got Talent as 
he competes for the top prize. 

“The way we’re doing it, it’s 
risky — big time,” the 26-year- 
old said this week in a tele¬ 
phone interview from London. 
“But I feel like each piece needs 
to be bigger than the last one, 
and this is kind of the only way 
to close out the show for me.” 

The son of Hockey Night in 
Canada broadcaster Scott Oake 
is one of 10 finalists vying for 
the prize of about $456,000. 
Newly announced wild card 
contender Jon Clegg will also be 
competing during Saturday’s 
live finale, which will see the 
voting public in the U.K. decide 
the winner. 

Oake wouldn’t reveal what 
his final trick will be, noting 
“it’s got to be a surprise,” but he 


said it’s a new presentation of 
something he’s done a handful 
of times. (One of his most dan¬ 
gerous tricks has seen him sus¬ 
pended by his feet trying to get 
out of a straight jacket before a 
bear trap hanging from a burn¬ 
ing rope above him becomes 
loose.) 

A specialist in sleight-of- 
hand and illusions, Oake said 


he knew he wanted to be a 
magician as a kid after his dad 
fooled him during a card-trick 
attempt. 

“He got me to pick a card, 
I picked it, put it back in the 
pack, he shuffled the pack, 
pulled one out and said, ‘This 
was your card,’ and it was my 
card. I begged him to tell me 
how he did it for, like, a month 


and he wouldn’t. And then I 
found out it was just a complete 
accident.” 

He first learned his craft 
from libraiy books and prac¬ 
tised at birthday parties before 
gradually moving on to big¬ 
ger venues, headlining shows 
around Canada and the U.S. 

But he became “artistically 
unsatisfied” and wanted to take

his act to the next level, and 
that’s why he tried out for Brit¬ 
ain’s Got Talent, the hit talent 
show competition that has dis¬ 
covered the likes of singers Paul 
Potts and Susan Boyle. 

His first performance — in 
which he pulled off jaw-drop- 
ping illusions with doves — 
wowed the audience as well as 
judges Simon Cowell, Amanda 
Holden, Alesha Dixon and 
David Walliams. (A YouTube 
clip of the performance has gar¬ 
nered over 25 million views.) 

Cowell told him he’s “the 
best magician” they’ve ever had 
on the show, called him a “star” 
and praised him for presenting 
magic in a non-comy way. 

“I put a lot of effort into pre¬ 


senting (magic) in a non-cheesy 
way, and when Simon Cowell 
made those comments specific¬ 
ally saying it wasn’t corny, that 
was a huge compliment for 
me,” said Oake.

Wildflowers, native 
species are alternatives 
to traditional grass turf 


It’s the time of year when 
homeowners devote countless 
hours to keeping their lawns 
lush and green only to have 
watering restrictions imposed 
by many municipalities later in 
the season — causing lawns to 
diy out and even turn brown. 

All that time and labour in¬ 
vested in keeping a lawn green 
with sometimes a disappoint¬ 
ing outcome is leading many 
homeowners to consider al¬ 
ternatives. 

Christian Barnard, owner 
of Victoria’s Christian Barnard 
Land Studio, says many of his 
clients are beginning to ask 
him about options other than 
traditional turf. 

Biodiversity 

“I think a lot of the clients I 
have now are looking for some¬ 
thing that is more biodiverse, 
because they equate turf with 
high resource input,” says Bar¬ 
nard. “When homeowners 
think of turf, they think of lawn 
mowers and Weed Eaters, and 
so they should to a certain de¬ 


gree.” One of his clients trained 
dogs in her 15-by-l 5-metre plot 
of grass. In her case turf was 
never going to be a long-lasting 
or easy-care option, and he 
recommended artificial or syn¬ 
thetic turf. 

Synthetic turf 

“Synthetic turf has come a long, 
long way, and it is amazing how 
real it can look. But if I had my 
way I tend to steer a lot of my 
clients into a more biodiverse 
option for turf,” he says. 

Wild flowers 

Barnard recommends to a lot 
of clients to let their turf lawns 
naturalize, which means re¬ 
ducing the mowing and trim¬ 
ming, and allowing native wild¬ 
flowers to return. He also uses 
a wildflower seed mix instead 
of turf. 

Embrace weeds 

With 171 municipalities across 
Canada, and all of Ontario and 
Quebec, banning pesticide and 
herbicide use, a certified horti- 
culturalist says homeowners 
have to develop a tolerance for

weeds in their lawns. 

“People are looking at their 
lawns and what was the status 
quo and realizing they can’t 
have the green weed-free lawn 
anymore, and looking for al¬ 
ternatives,” says Jason Erb, 
owner of Victoria’s The Garden¬ 
ers of Oliphant. 

Garden beds 

The easiest alternative for 
homeowners looking to move 
away from turf is to reduce the 
overall amount. Erb says this 
can be done by increasing the 
size of garden beds to cut down 
on the amount of lawn. 

Hardscaping 

Introducing hardscaping like 
patios and pathways is another 
option for reducing lawn space, 
and Erb says pathways can add 
flow to a backyard. 

Grow edibles 

Erb encourages homeowners 
to carve out segments of a large 
turf lawn to create raised beds 
and plant fruit trees and even 
berry bushes.

The best of the west Killer Fish Tacos 


Lunch or dinner. 

Nothing screams 
summer more than

“I’ve always adjusted this 
recipe according to what 
fish is readily available. In 
New York, I used snapper, 
and in Texas, I used bass,” 
writes Lisa Ahier in her 
book The Sobo Cookbook. 

“Here in B.C., salmon and 
halibut have become my all- 
time favourites. This recipe 
was featured in The Best 
American Recipes 2000, 
edited by Fran McCullough 
and Suzanne Hamlin, and 
in The Gourmet Cookbook, 
edited by Ruth Reichl.” 

1. Prepare the fresh fruit 
salsa. 

2. Cut the salmon and hali¬ 
but into 1-inch cubes and 
season with salt. 


3. Heat the oil in a large 
frying pan over medium- 
high heat. Add the onion 
and saute for 1 minute. Add 
the fish and fry for about 3 
minutes, until just cooked 
Add the chipotle chilies and 
saute for 2 or 3 more min¬ 
utes. Remove from the heat. 

4. Fill the taco shells half¬ 
way with the fish mixture, 
then top with the salsa. 
Serve immediately, two 
tacos per person. 

Fresh Fruit Salsa 

This salsa should reflect the 
season, so don’t be a slave 
to the recipe. I mix it up all 


the time, combining fruits 
like peaches and blueber¬ 
ries with watermelon, or 
pineapple with avocado. 
Buy what’s fresh. 

1. Combine all ingredients 
and refrigerate until ready 
to use. This salsa will stand 
up for about 24 hours, after 
which time the fruit begins 
to break down.

• l green bell pepper, diced small 

• 4 cloves garlic, minced 

• 2 tbsp dry mustard 

• 11/2 tbsp salt (or to taste) 

• l tbsp ground cumin 

• 1/4 cup whisky or bourbon 

• 4 cups ketchup 

• 1 cup apple cider vinegar 

• 3/4 cup Dijon mustard 

• 1/4 cup packed brown sugar 

• 1/4 cup molasses 

• l tsp ground dried habanero 
chili powder 


1. Heat the oil in a medium¬ 
sized, heavy-bottomed pot over 
medium heat. Saute the onion, 
jalapeno and bell peppers for 
20 minutes or until tender, 
gently stirring with a wooden 
spoon to prevent burning. Add 
the garlic, diy mustard, salt and 
cumin and cook for an addi¬ 
tional 2 minutes. 

2. Add the whisky and let it 
evaporate for 1 minute. Add 
the ketchup, cider vinegar, 
Dijon, brown sugar, molasses 
and chili powder and simmer 
on low heat for 1 hour, stirring 
frequently to avoid burning.

Lind’s two-run double off 
Rick Porcello (8-3) in the sixth 
put Toronto ahead 3-2, and 
Aaron Loup got out of a bases- 
loaded, none-out jam in the 
bottom of the inning in relief of 
RA. Dickey (6-4). 

The AL East-leading Blue 
Jays added three runs in the 
eighth and two in the ninth in 
winning for the 18th time in 22 
games. 

Miguel Cabrera and Ian 
Kinsler homered for Detroit, 
but Kinsler also left the bases 
loaded twice. The AL Central¬ 
leading Tigers left 11 runners 
on base in their fourth straight 
loss. Detroit has dropped 12 of 
16. 

Jose Bautista also had three 
hits for Toronto, including a 
two-run double in the ninth. 

Melky Cabrera opened the 
scoring in the first with a solo 
shot, but Miguel Cabrera an¬ 
swered in the bottom half with 
his 11th homer of the year. 
Kinsler’s home run in the third 
put the Tigers ahead 2-1. 

Porcello seemed to be cruis¬ 
ing along, but he allowed a two- 
out double to Melky Cabrera in 
the sixth, followed by a walk to 
Bautista. Lind then hit a drive 
over Austin Jackson’s head in 
Comerica Park’s cavernous cen¬ 
tre field, scoring both runners 
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to put the Blue Jays ahead. 

Dickey almost gave the lead 
right back, allowing a single in 
between two walks. But with 
the bases loaded, Loup came 
on and struck out pinch-hitter 
J.D. Martinez before getting 
Rajai Davis and Kinsler on foul 
popups. 

Dickey allowed two runs 
and seven hits in five-plus in¬ 
nings, walking four and strik¬ 
ing out four. Loup pitched two 
scoreless innings in relief. 

Porcello allowed three runs 
and six hits in seven innings. 

Toronto padded its lead in 
the eighth. Cabrera hit an RBI 
single and Lind added a run¬ 
scoring double in that inning. 
By the time the game ended, 
it seemed there were as many 
Blue Jays fans left at the ball¬ 
park as Tigers fans. 

Tigers shortstop Eugenio 
Suarez made his major-league 
debut after being called up 
from the minors before the 
game. He entered as a substi¬ 
tute in the seventh, and his first 
plate appearance was eventful. 

With men on first and 
second in the eighth, he hit a 
grounder to third. Brett Lawrie 
fielded it and stepped on third 
for a force, but his throw to first 
hit Suarez around the upper 
back for an error, leaving run¬ 
ners at second and third. The 
Tigers left them on base too.
